2.  Prior to proceeding with construction, CVPS shall obtain all necessary permits and

approvals.  Construction, operation, and maintenance of the proposed project shall be in

accordance with such permits and approvals, and with all other applicable regulations, including

those of the Agency of Natural Resources generally, and Conditional Use Determination #2010-

032 specifically.

3.  Construction, operation, and maintenance of the proposed project shall be in accordance

with the stipulations identified by the Division for Historic Preservation, as set forth in Exhibit

CVPS-TOU-9.

4.  Construction of the proposed project shall take place during daylight hours, and shall be

limited to non-holiday weekdays.
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5.  Within 30 days of the completion of construction of the proposed project (including

installation of all landscaping), CVPS shall arrange a site visit with the Board and all parties to

review the effectiveness of the aesthetic mitigation measures, as installed.  The Board reserves

the right to require CVPS to install additional mitigation measures as a result of this inspection.

6.  This Certificate of Public Good shall not be transferred without prior approval of the

Board.
